MINISTER  ANNOUNCES  HIS  DECISION 

PRESCRIPTION  charges  for  medicines  and  surgical  hosiery  are  being 
ended  on  February  1.  That  Government  decision  was  announced  by 
the  Minister  of  Health  on  December  17.  It  is  applicable  to  charges  pay- 
able by  patients  of  general  practitioners  and  hospital  out-patients  (see 
p.  623).  Until  February  1  existing  charges  continue  to  be  payable. 


Customs  Returns 

LOWER  TAX  YIELD  FROM  MEDICINES 

RECEIPTS  from  purchase  tax  on 
medicines  during  the  year  ended 
March  31,  fell  by  about  £1  million  to 
£11  millions  compared  with  the  pre- 
vious year,  according  to  the  55th  report 
of  the  Customs  and  Excise  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  12s.  6d.).  The 
yield  from  perfumery,  cosmetics  and 
toilet  preparations  at  £24-5  millions 
was  down  by  £8-9  millions.  The  fall 
in  the  return  from  toilet  products  is 
attributed  by  the  Customs  and  Excise 
to  the  lowering  in  the  rate  of  tax  from 
45  per  cent,  to  25  per  cent,  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1963.  Because  payment  to  the 
Treasury  is  made  three  months  in 
arrears,  the  effect  has  been  carried  over 
to  the  1963-64  year.  The  return  from 
cameras  and  other  photographic  goods 
was  £5-4  millions  (£4-9  millions).  Total 
amount  received  from  purchase  tax  was 
£564-9  millions,  a  decrease  of  £5-9  mil- 
lions compared  with  the  previous  year. 
The  revenue  from  goods  liable  to  tax 
at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent,  accounted 
tor  60  per  cent,  of  the  total  tax  yield.

Essential  Oils 

TESTING  FOR  LEAD  CONTENT 

A  METHOD  for  the  determination  of 
lead  has  been  published  as  an  adden- 
dum to  B.S.  2073  "  Methods  of  testing 
essential  oils."  Essential  oils  used  as 
flavourings  are  subject  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
and  there  is  evidence  that  some  of  the 
oils  are  contaminated  with  lead  — 
mainly  from  crop  spraying  or  the  use 
of  metal  containers.  The  new  method 
of  determination,  which  is  the  fifteenth 
in  the  series,  is  fully  described  in  the 
addendum.  It  depends  on  the  absorp- 
tiometry estimation  of  lead  dithizonate 
in  solution,  and  is  based  on  that  of  the 
Society  for  Analytical  Chemistry.  It 
has  been  adapted  to  apply  specifically 
to  essential  oils.

Established  Remedies 

CALL  FOR  REVIEWS  OF  FORMULAS 

THAT  there  is  virtue  in  reviewing  the 
formulas  of  old-established  remedies 
from  time  to  time  in  the  light  of 
modern  developments,  is  suggested  by 
the  Birmingham  city  analyst  (Mr.  A.  H. 
Coombes)  in  his  report  for  the  third 
quarter  of  1964.  He  was  criticising  as 
"  unnecessarily  high  "  the  proportion  of 
boric  acid  (10  per  cent.)  contained  in 
a  preparation  intended  for  repeated 
use  on  the  hands  and  skin  generally. 
The  makers  had  contended  that  their 
product  had  been  in  use  for  over  fifty 
years.  Makers  of  an  anti-obesity  tablet 
containing  five  different  laxatives 
claimed  to  "  destroy  all  superfluous 
tissue  and  prevent  it  forming  again " 
stated  that  the  labelling  and  advertising 
of  the  product  were  to  be  revised.  A 
sample  of  lemon  juice  is  reported  to 
have  become  brown  and  unfit  for  con- 
sumption due  to  the  presence  of  a  yeast 
and  to  subsequent  fermentation. 


Eye  Ointments 

CODEX  REVISION  COMMITTEE 

THE  Codex  Revision  Committee  has 
made  the  following  announcement:  — 
"  The  statement  in  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  1963  under  eye  oint- 
ments (page  1083)  that  'The  finished 
product  is  packed  into  small  sterile 
collapsible  tubes,  which  must  be  free 
from  dirt  and  metallic  particles  '  was 
inserted  with  the  intention  of  ensuring 
that  the  tubes  were  thoroughly  cleansed 
before  use.  It  is  not  possible  at  present 
to  be  sure  that  eye  ointment  expressed 
from  every  tube  will  be  free  from 
metallic  particles.  Despite  recent  im-

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provements  in  tube  manufacture,  fol- 
lowing investigation  of  the  problem, 
there  can  be  no  guarantee  that  metal 
particles  which  remain  attached  to  the 
inner  surface  of  the  tube  during  manu- 
facture and  which  are  not  removed 
by  the  normal  cleansing  methods,  will 
not  become  detached  during  extrusion 
of  the  ointment.  Examination  of  tubes 
of  eye  ointment  prepared  in  other  coun- 
tries shows  this  to  be  a  world-wide 
problem.  Further,  there  appears  to  be 
at  present,  no  entirely  satisfactory  alter- 
native container  for  eye  ointments.  Col- 
laborative work  between  the  Associa- 
tion of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  In- 
dustry and  the  Collapsible  Tube  Manu- 
facturers' Association  commenced  early 
in  1963.  As  a  result  it  has  become  pos- 
sible to  obtain  tubes  of  such  a  quality 
that  only  a  few  minute  particles  may 
be  present  in  eye  ointment  extruded 
from  the  tubes,  and  none  of  these  par- 
ticles is  likely  to  exceed  0-5  mm.  in 
length.  A  meeting  held  earlier  this  year 
at  the  Ministry  of  Health,  attended  by 
representatives  of  the  Ministry,  A.B.P.I., 
C.T.M.A.,  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharma- 
cists, the  Ophthalmological  Society  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Great  Britain  and  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission,  dis- 
cussed this  situation;  as  a  result  the 
B.P.  Commission  and  the  Codex  Re- 
vision Committee  have  been  asked  to 
consider,  as  a  matter  of  urgency,  the 
inclusion  of  an  appropriate  standard 
which  would  limit  metallic  particles,  if 
it  should  prove  impossible  to  avoid 
their  presence  altogether,  in  the  eye 
ointments  which   are  the   subject  of 
monographs  in  the  British  Pharmaco- 
poeia and  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex.  The  B.S.I,  will  be  asked  to  take 
cognizance  of  these  requirements  when 
revising  the  standard  for  the  collapsible 
metal   tubes."     The  Codex  Revision 
Committee  has  also  decided  that,  fol- 


lowing the  decision  of  the  Joint  Formu- 
lary Committee  to  discontinue  the  use 
of  Latin  titles  for  preparations  in  the 
next  edition  of  the  British  National 
Formulary,  Latin  names  and  synonyms, 
and  their  abbreviated  forms,  shall  be 
omitted  from  the  B.P.C.  1968. 

Nielsen  Report 

INCREASE  IN  AVERAGE  TURNOVER 

RETAIL  pharmacists'  total  average 
weekly  turnover  during  September- 
October  was  £5,993,000  states  the  Niel- 
sen Drug  Index  Retailers'  Report  issued 
by  A.  C.  Nielsen  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Heading- 
ton,  Oxford.  The  turnover  represented 
an  increase  of  7-6  per  cent,  over  the 
corresponding  period  in  1963.  The  aver- 
age weekly  cash  sales  in  retail  phar- 
macies were: — Multiples,  £428;  large 
independents,  £342;  medium  indepen- 
dents, £191;  small  independents,  £97. 
Compared  with  the  corresponding 
figures  for  1963  the  increased  per- 
centage changes  were :  — Multiples,  5 
per  cent.;  all  independents,  8  per  cent. 
It  was  estimated  that  the  multiple  phar- 
macies obtained  37-9  per  cent,  of  the 
total  turnover  during  the  period  whilst 
the  large,  medium  and  small  inde- 
pendents obtained  25-2,  20-4  and  16-5 
per  cent,  respectively.  The  average 
weekly  National  Health  Service  pay- 
ments per  shop  were: — Large  inde- 
pendents, £186;  multiples,  £159; 
medium  independents,  £133;  small  in- 
dependents, £82.  During  September 
independent  pharmacies  dispensed  67-4 
per  cent,  of  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice prescriptions  (an  average  of  997 
per  shop  per  month),  whilst  the  multi- 
ple pharmacies  dispensed  32-6  per  cent, 
(an  average  of  1,469  per  shop  per 
month).  National  Health  Service  pay- 
ments amounted  to  26-3  per  cent,  of 
the  total  turnover  in  multiple  pharma- 
cies and  37-4  per  cent,  in  independents.

MISUSE  OF  EC10  FORMS 

Executive  Councils  asked  to  make  monthly  reports 


IN  an  attempt  to  prevent  the  misuse  of 
N.H.S.  prescription  forms  the  Minister 
of  Health  has  called  for  monthly  re- 
ports by  Executive  Councils  on  losses, 
thefts  and  misuse  of  the  forms.  Doc- 
tors are  being  told  that  they  should 
report  to  Executive  Councils  when 
EC  10  forms  have  been  stolen  from 
their  surgeries  or  cars,  etc.  A  new 
routine  requires  Executive  Councils 
that  have  been  notified  by  a  doctor 
of  such  losses  to  consider  notifying 
chemists  by  telephone  or  letter  in  the 
area  most  likelv  to  be  affected  by  the 
loss  or  theft.  The  attention  of  H.M. 
Stationery  Office  has  also  been  drawn 
to  the  need  for  special  care  in  the 
packaging  and  transit  of  the  forms  and 
if  the  Executive  Councils  notice  dam- 
age or  losses  during  transit  they  are 
required  immediately  to  notify  the 
Stationery  Office  depot  from  which  the 
forms  were  dispatched  so  that  the 
matter  can  be  investigated  urgently. 
Executive  Councils  have  also  been 
asked  to  review  their  own  arrangements 
for  the  custody  and  distribution  of  the 
forms.  The  Minister  states,  "  Like 
blank  cheques  and  receipt  forms,  EC  10 
forms  should  be  efficiently  controlled 


and  frequently  checked."  The  Minister 
hopes  that  the  Councils  will  ensure 
that  the  volume  of  EC  10  forms  in  the 
possession  of  doctors  in  their  area  is 
kept  to  the  lowest  convenient  level,  if 
necessary  by  increasing  the  frequency 
of  issue.  Doctors  are  also  reminded 
of  an  earlier  notice  recommending  that 
they  should  use  words  and  not  figures 
when  prescribing  amphetamine  and /or 
barbiturates  for  persons  who  are 
known  to  have  forged  or  altered  pre- 
scription forms  on  a  previous  occasion 
and  for  known  addicts  and  temporary 
residents.  In  the  Minister's  view,  if  a 
doctor  is  consulted  by  a  patient  un- 
known to  him  who  does  not  appear 
to  be  on  his  list  and  he  has  asked  for 
any  of  those  preparations,  it  is  essential 
that  the  patient  be  asked  to  produce 
some  evidence  of  identity,  preferably 
his  medical  card.  Failing  satisfactory 
production  of  identity,  only  the  mini- 
mum quantity  of  drugs  necessary  for 
his  immediate  treatment  should  be  pre- 
scribed. Doctors  are  also  asked  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  drawing  a 
diagonal  line  across  any  blank  part  of 
a  prescription  form  to  prevent  the  pos- 
sibility of  items  being  added  to  it.  •

KENYA 

Pharmaceutical  Society  Formed 

A  new  society,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Kenya  was  registered  in 
Kenya  recently.  The  inaugural  dinner 
of  the  Society  is  being  held  on  Janu- 
ary 30,  1965,  with  Dr.  N.  Mungai 
(Minister  of  Health  and  Housing) 
guest  of  honour.  The  Society  intends 
to  hold  monthly  meetings.  Some  early 
topics  to  be  discussed  include  Inter- 
national Drug  Cost  and  Variation  of 
it;  Imperial  to  Metric  System  in 
Pharmacy;  Duty  on  Patent  Medicines 
and  Future  Pharmaceutical  Education 
in  East  Africa.  Officers  for  1964-65 
are:—  president,  T.  A.  Sharkey;  vice- 
president,  K.  S.  Amin;  treasurer,  F.  W. 
Souch;  secretary,  J.  J.  Patel. 

INDIA 

Antibiotic  Production 

The  prices  of  penicillin  manufactured 
by  the  Government  of  India  owned 
Hindustan  Antibiotics,  Ltd.,  at  Pimpri, 
are  expected  to  be  cut  in  the  next  few 
months.  Dr.  G.  S.  Kasbekar  (managing 
director  of  the  company)  said  recently 
that  the  company  was  encouraged  to 
consider  this  in  view  of  the  profits  it 
had  made  during  the  last  few  years. 
During  1963-64  it  had  made  a  net  pro- 
fit of  Rs7,200,000  (£540,000  sterling) 
and  announced  the  payment  of  a  divi- 
dend of  10  per  cent.  The  company  ex- 
pects to  double  its  streptomycin  pro- 
duction capacity  from  40  tons  a  year 
to  80  to  90  tons.  The  company,  he 
said,  was  making  vigorous  efforts  to 
export  its  production  especially  in  the 
Middle  East  and  South-east  Asian  coun- 
tries, but  was  meeting  with  "  very  stiff 
competition  "  because  of  the  "  dumping 
policy  of  well-established  pharmaceuti- 
cal concerns  of  Europe,  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  United  States."

2)  Rules,  1964,  increase  a  number  of 
fees  payable  in  connection  with  the  re- 
gistration of  a  trade  mark.  The  new  fees 
become  payable  generally  on  or  after 
January  27,  1965. 

The  Royal  Society,  which  is  increas- 
ing the  number  of  its  annual  elections 
from  twenty-five  to  thirty-two,  is  pro- 
posing to  give  a  substantial  number  of 
the  new  places  to  workers  in  both  the 
physical  and  biological  fields.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS

Honours  unsought 

I  have  had  occasion  in  the  past  to  refer  to  my  good  friend,  Dr.  Habak- 
kuk  Marley  who,  unlike  his  more  famous  namesake  Jacob,  seems  to  have 
found  a  formula  for  staying  the  march  of  time.  Despite  his  age,  one  has 
the  feeling  that  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  he  makes  his  bow  as  the  ghost 
in  any  Christmas  tale.  He  dropped  in  to  the  pharmacy  the  other  day,  bring- 
ing with  him  that  air  of  dignity  and  polish  which  is  so  much  a  part  of  him 
that  one  cannot  imagine  him  as  ever  having  been  a  schoolboy,  yet  his  wide 
knowledge  and  culture  are  proof  of  his  having  been  "  exposed  to  educa- 
tion "  at  some  time  in  his  youth.  I  had  not  seen  him  for  a  week — not, 
indeed,  since  the  dinner  of  our  local  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
His  presence  on  that  auspicious  occasion  demands  some  explanation,  and 
the  story  really  begins  in  March  of  this  year.  I  do  not  normally  attend 
annual  meetings,  either  of  the  bowling  club  or  of  the  Society,  contenting 
myself  with  a  hasty  look  at  the  balance  sheet  and  being  quite  satisfied  if 
the  totals  on  each  side  of  that  awesome  document  show  the  same  figure. 
But  this  year  a  college  friend  of  a  bygone  age  asked  me  to  have  dinner 
with  him  and  perhaps  a  few  of  the  local  committee  before  the  meeting— 
they  felt  they  did  not  see  enough  of  the  country  members,  and  here  was  an 
opportunity.  I  was  much  flattered  by  the  reception  and  was  treated  royally. 
Two  hours  later  I  made  my  way  home  in  the  strangest  company,  for  on 
the  seat  beside  me  reposed  the  branch  minute  book,  the  cash  book,  a 
large  correspondence  file  and  a  cash  balance  of  5s.  8|d.  I  have  no  clear 
recollection  of  the  events  that  led  up  to  my  custody  of  the  books  and 
documents,  but  it  seemed,  for  better  or  Worse,  that  I  was  now  secretary 
and  treasurer  of  the  Branch,  with  responsibilities  ranging  from  keeping  the 
accounts  to  arranging  meetings  and  organising  the  annual  dinner. 

Inspired  invitation 

I  was  assured  by  my  friends  at  the  annual  meeting  that  the  duties  were 
nominal,  and  that  everybody  would  lend  a  hand  to  make  them  still  more 
so.  I  believed  the  assurances  implicity,  on  that  far  off  night  in  March,  but 
have  since  had  reason  to  think  that  the  Ides  of  March,  whether  coming  or 
going,  have  a  marked  influence  on  events.  To  cut  a  long  story  short  (if 
it's  not  too  late),  I  invited  Dr.  Marley  to  propose  the  toast  of  the  Society 
at  the  annual  dinner.  He  accepted  with  alacrity. 


Marley  s  thost 


Dr.  Marley  rose  to  propose  the  toast  to  the  Society  in  a  deferential 
silence.  He  displayed  an  eloquence  which  took  his  hearers  by  surprise. 
And  he  also  staggered  the  recently  appointed  branch  secretary  with  his 
feeling  for  pharmacy  and  a  knowledge  far  beyond  what  might  have  been 
expected  from  one  who  paid  an  occasional  visit  to  his  local  druggist.  He 
urged  his  audience  to  think  professionally  and  to  make  their  pharmacies 
look  professional.  Why,  he  asked,  should  a  professional  qualification  of  a 
high  standard  lie  concealed  in  surroundings  so  commercial  that  the  tradi- 
tion and  dignity  of  pharmacy  became  submerged  in  a  riot  of  merchandise 
only  remotely  connected  with  Galen  and  far  removed  from  the  ideals  of 
Jacob  Bell  and  William  Allen?  If  we  were  not  more  careful,  he  went  on, 
and  more  jealous  of  our  heritage,  the  time  might  come  when  pharmacy, 
a  most  dignified,  honourable  and  personal  calling,  would  find  its  setting 
indistinguishable  from  the  supermarket.  That,  he  asserted,  would  spell 
disaster  to  the  hopes  and  aspirations  of  all,  including  himself,  who  had  a 
reverence  for  the  traditions  of  an  ancient  craft.  The  response  from  a  some- 
what shaken  member  of  Council  reminded  the  audience  that  one  of  the 
objects  of  the  Society  was  benevolence,  and  he  made  a  strong  appeal  for 
support.  On  the  way  home  I  wanted  to  ask  Old  Marley  where  he  had 
gathered  his  knowledge  of  our  ancestors,  but  he  was  singing  softly  to 
himself  something  which  sounded  like:  "Time  was  when  Bell  and  I  were 
well  acquainted ;  time  was  when  we  walked  ever  hand  in  hand,"  followed 
by  some  reference  to  a  saintly  youth,  but  I  could  not  quite  make  out 
whether  he  referred  to  Bell  or  to  himself. 
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BRAINS  TRUST 

Questions  on  N.H.S.  payments 

A  BRAINS  Trust  was  held  at  the  open- 
ing meeting  of  the  Plymouth  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  in  Ply- 
mouth, recently.  The  panel  comprised : — 
Mr.  G.  Gorman  (clerk  to  Plymouth 
Executive  Council);  Mr.  J.  Ward  (direc- 
tor of  a  wholesale  company);  Mr.  E. 
Burrow  (retail  pharmacist);  Mr.  J. 
Reynolds  (representative).  Question 
Master  was  Mr.  M.  Madge. 

(1)  Mr.  K.  Wadge  asked:  "Do  the 
panel  agree  that  it  is  time  N.H.S.  pre- 
scriptions dispensed  in  one  month 
should  be  paid  by  the  fifteenth  of  the 
following  month  ?  " 

Mr.  Gorman  replied  that  he  did  not 
think  that  they  were  too  far  behind  at 
six  weeks.  Under  the  present  arrange- 
ments its  would  be  impossible  to  be 
paid  by  the  15th  of  the  month.  Not  so 
long  ago  there  were  several  months  of 
arrears  but  they  had  now  been  cleared, 
Not  all  prescriptions  were  received 
from  pharmacists  by  the  third  of  the 
month,  but  he  could  assure  his  audience 
that  there  was  no  time  lag.  The  dictum 
was  price  one  month  in  one  month. 
Mr.  Ward  said  he  would  be  glad  if 
that  was  done  since  the  chemists  would 
then  be  able  to  pay  their  accounts 
much  earlier.  Mr.  Burrow  considered 
that  the  small  customer  would  not  be 
affected  much  by  payment  by  the  15th, 
but  obviously  with  a  big  customer, 
where  the  N.H.S.  comprised  at  least 
one-third  of  the  turnover,  speedy  pay- 
ment was  important.  One  thing  that 
should  be  speeded  up,  commented  Mr. 
Reynolds,  was  the  time  spent  in  send- 
ing nasty  reminders  to  chemists  regard- 
ing small  errors.  That  time  could  be 
devoted  to  pricing.  He  also  put  forward 
the  idea  that  prescriptions  could  be 
staggered.  After  a  discussion  in  which 
various  ideas  of  staggering  were  con- 
sidered, it  was  agreed  that  the  current 
arrangement  was  the  best  that  could  be 
expected  at  present. 

(2)  Mr.  Cohen  asked :  "  What  would 
the  panel  suggest  to  popularise  Branch 
meetings  and  to  draw  in  the  jaded  and 
worried  tablet-counting  chemists  ?  " 

Mr.  Burrow  opined  that  tablet- 
counting  pharmacists  do  travel  to 
Branch  meetings  and  that  by  and  large 
Branch  attendance  was  quite  good. 
Pharmaceutical  subjects  were  best  in 
drawing  the  interests  of  the  pharma- 
cists, he  suggested.  Mr.  Reynolds 
stated  that  in  the  course  of  his  duties  he 
attended  Branch  meetings  in  many  dif- 
ferent parts,  but  percentage  attendance 
seemed  the  same  everywhere  and  he 
did  not  think  there  was  any  magic  for- 
mula. 

In  his  own  Branch,  said  Mr.  Ward, 
the  secretary  and  chairman  had  spent 
over  twenty  years  seeking  an  answer  to 
the  problem.  He  did  not  think  there 
was  any  formula,  but  sticking  to  phar- 
macy and  engaging  well-known  speakers 
was  the  best  that  could  be  done.  Mr. 
Gorman  said  he  obviously  had  no  ex- 
perience of  pharmacy  meetings,  but  all 
professions  seemed  to  have  the  same 
problem.  There  seemed  to  be  a  general 
average  percentage  attendance.  Contro- 
versial items  oi.  the  agenda  encouraged 
interest,  he  ventured. 


AT  PLYMOUTH 

"  ethicals  "  packs,  automation 

(3)  Mr.  Wadge  asked :  "  Do  the 
panel  agree  that  packs  of  '  ethicals ' 
should  be  standardised  on  25' s,  100's, 
etc.,  and  not  as  at  present  on  16' s,  36' s, 
48' s,  etc.  ?  " 

The  metric  system  was  the  only  sen- 
sible one,  despite  manufacturers'  prob- 
lems, said  Mr.  Burrow.  There  should 
also  be  standardisation  of  doses,  he 
added.  The  A.B.P.I.  had  now  standard- 
ised the  teaspoon  and  tablespoon  mea- 
sures and  that  should  be  made  general. 
Mr.  Ward  said  there  were  arguments 
on  both  sides.  There  were  difficulties  in 
production,  the  question  of  the  size  of 
tablets,  and  some  packs  were  designed 
for  a  definite  course  of  treatment, 
which  explained  the  seemingly  odd 
amounts  in  a  pack. 

(4)  Mr.  Wadge  inquired :  "  Do  the 
panel  consider  that  the  rota  hours 
should  be  modified.  On  Saturdays  there 
is  little  point  in  keeping  open  until 
7  p.m.,  similarly  on  Wednesdays  and 
Sundays.  Would  not  7  p.m.  to  8  p.m.  be 
better  and  not  disrupt  the  pharmacist's 
Sunday  so  much  ?  " 

Mr.  Ward  considered  that  the  phar- 
macist was  essentially  a  twenty-four- 
hour  pharmacist  and  that  a  pharmaceu- 
tical service  as  visualised  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  should  be  a  com- 
plete service. 

The  rota  service  in  Plymouth  kept 
the  chemists  together,  said  Mr.  Bur- 
row. He  thought  that  the  Plymouth 
public  appreciated  the  service.  In  the 
larger  areas  instead  of  having  a  rota 
one  in  six,  two  could  merge  and  thus 
have  a  rota  one  in  twelve,  which  would 
share  the  burden  more  amicably. 

The  fact  that  doctors  were  having 
surgeries  much  earlier  was  noted  by 
Mr.  Gorman.  It  might  be  possible  that 
that  would  be  of  some  help  to  pharma- 
cists. The  rota  in  Plymouth  was  one  of 
the  best  he  had  come  across,  he  com- 
mented. 

(5)  Mr.  Madge  asked:  "Do  the 
panel  think  that  automation  has  any 
future  in  pharmacy  ?  " 

Mr.  Burrow  thought  it  might  help  if 
there  were  standardisation  of  scripts 
and  prescribing,  but  could  not  really 
see  any  future  for  the  automation  of 
pharmacy. 

Mr.  Ward  agreed.  Mr.  Gorman 
considered  that  there  could  be  no  auto- 
mation in  dispensing  but  there  might  be 
automation  in  prescribing  although  he 
did  not  think  it  would  be  of  any  great 
use  in  this  country.  Mr.  Reynolds 
thought  there  was  definitely  no  future 
for  automation  in  retail  pharmacy. 

(6)  Mr.  Rowe  asked  "  What  are 
the  panel's  comments  on  the  prices 
structure  of  the  recent  N.H.S.  award  ?  " 

"  The  biggest  swindle  ever  perpetra- 
ted on  pharmacists,"  said  Mr.  Burrow. 
The  public  really  thought  and  some 
chemists  thought  that  they  were  going 
to  get  £240  on  an  average  per  phar- 
macy, plus  any  increase.  A  leaf  should 
have  been  taken  from  the  postmen's 
book.  They  had  refused  to  take  any 
notice  of  the  Minister's  final  offer,  and 
had  eventually  won  the  day.  Mr.  Ward 
stated  that  although  he  was  not  a  retail 
pharmacist,  he  thought  that  the  prin- 
ciples were  right,  but  the  amount  was 


wrong.  That  was  especially  so  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  resale  price  mainten- 
ance was  going,  which  would  have  a 
very  serious  effect  on  pharmacists.  Mr. 
Reynolds  fully  agreed  that  it  had  been 
a  complete  swindle. 

(7)  Mr.  Cohen  asked:  "Can  the 
brains  trust  visualise  pharmacy  in  this 
country  copying  the  line  of  the  phar- 
macy in  the  U.S.A.,  i.e.,  would  the 
pharmacist  become  a  'soda  jerk'  amidst 
all  the  modernisation  projects  ?  " 

Mr.  Burrow  said  he  doubted  if  all 
U.S.A.  pharmacists  were  "  soda  jerks," 
there  were  vast  differences.  The  multi- 
ples, though,  tended  to  advance  in  that 
direction,  with  an  ethical  department 
completely  surrounded  by  unethical 
preparations,  but  with  rising  standards 
of  education  and  the  likelihood  of  a 
degree  becoming  the  basic  qualification, 
pharmacy  would  probably  rise  to  a 
higher  plane.  Agreeing,  Mr.  Gorman 
said  he  thought  things  would  become 
more  and  more  complicated,  but  he 
considered  that  the  N.H.S.  aim  should 
be  to  raise  its  standards  and  correspon- 
dingly the  standard  of  the  pharmacy. 
Mr.  Reynolds  was  optimistic,  he 
thought  the  path  ahead  rose  upward. 

Mr.  Ward  said  that  if  pharmacists 
produced  a  service  to  the  public,  they 
would  advance  and  prosper.  In  the 
U.S.A.  there  were  probably  two  groups, 
the  professional  pharmacists  and  the 
completely  commercial  ones.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


THE  Government's  intentions  regarding 
National  Health  Service  charges  were 
stated  in  special  announcements  in  the 
House  of  Commons  and  in  the  House 
of  Lords.  In  the  House  of  Commons, 
Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  said  that  the 
prescription  charges  comprising  the 
ordinary  two  shillings  charge  for 
prescriptions  and  charges  for  elastic 
hosiery  "  payable  both  by  the  patients 
of  general  practitioners,  and  by  hospi- 
tal out-patients,  together  with  the 
charges  payable  by  hospital  out- 
patients for  certain  appliances,  were  to 
be  abolished  from  February  1,  1965. 
The  charges  which  were  created  in 
1952  had  been  a  financial  barrier  be- 
tween "  the  patient  and  the  treatment 
he  needed."  The  Minister  of  Health 
said  that  with  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Scotland  consultations  were  begin- 
ning with  the  professions  on  the 
amending  of  their  terms  of  service, 
with  a  view  to  making  the  necessary 
regulations  when  the  House  reassembled 
after  the  Christmas  recess.  Until 
February  1,  the  existing  charges  would 
continue  to  be  payable.  It  was  the 
Government's  aim  to  abolish  the 
charges  for  dental  treatment  and  appli- 
ances and  those  for  spectacles,  but  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  introduce 
such  legislation  during  the  current  ses- 
sion. Mr.  R.  F.  Wood  wanted  to  know 
if  the  Minister  could  give  any  estimate 
of  the  resulting  increase  in  the  number 
of  prescriptions,  and  particularly, 
could  he  give  an  assurance  that  doctors 
would  be  able  to  cope  with  the  in- 
creased load  in  the  middle  of  winter. 
Mr.  Robinson  in  reply  said  that  the 
Government  had  given  priority  to  im- 
plementing a  specific  election  pledge. 
There  would,  in  all  probability,  be  some 
increase  in  the  number  of  prescriptions, 
which  it  was  impossible  to  assess  at  the 
moment  but  there  would  also  be,  he 
hoped,  some  reduction  in  the  amounts 
prescribed  by  doctors  now  that  they 
no  longer  had  any  need  to  consider  the 
ability  of  their  patients  to  pay  the 
prescription  charges.  He  was  aware  that 
some  members  were  anxious  about  the 
possibility  of  an  increased  work  load 
but  he  believed  that  their  fears  in  that 
respect  were  exaggerated.  Mr.  E.  R. 
Lubbock  asked  why  it  was  impossible 
to  remove  the  charges  on  dental  treat- 
ment at  the  same  time  and  he  wanted 
to  know  if  Mr.  Robinson  had  made 
any  estimate  of  the  administrative 
saving  that  would  result  from  the  abo- 
lition of  prescription  charges.  Mr. 
Robinson  said  it  was  difficult  to  esti- 
mate the  precise  administrative  savings, 
but  to  set  against  the  lost  gross  revenue 
from  charges  there  was  the  amount  of 
just  under  £3  millions  representing 
National  Assistance  Board  refunds  to 
patients.  It  was  the  Government's  aim 
to  abolish  all  dental  charges  and  it 
would  do  so  as  soon  as  practicable. 

In  the  House  of  Lords,  Lord  Taylor 
said  that  the  Government  estimated  the 
cost  of  abolishing  the  prescription 
charges  and  charges  for  certain  appli- 
ances for  hospital  out-patients  would  be 
£25  millions  a  year.  Charges  for  dental 
appliances  and  spectacles  were  esti- 
mated at  something  under  £20  millions. 


Excessive  Prices 

Mr.  W.  S.  Shepherd  asked  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  if  he  would 
introduce  amending  legislation  so  as  to 
allow  the  Monopolies  Commission  to 
inquire  into  complaints  of  excessive 
prices  charged  by  those  operating 
patents  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Mr. 
George  Darling  (Minister  of  State, 
Board  of  Trade)  on  December  17  re- 
plied in  the  negative  saying  there  was 
no  need  for  amending  legislation.  There 
were  already  provisions  in  the  Patents 
Act  designed  to  remedy  abuse  of 
monopoly  rights,  and  under  existing 
monopolies  legislation,  the  Monopolies 
Commission  could  investigate  com- 
plaints of  that  sort. 

Sale  of  Goods  Act 

Mr.  Shepherd  wanted  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  amend  the 
Sale  of  Goods  Act  to  ensure  that  "  cash 
buyers  were  afforded  as  much  protec- 
tion as  those  buying  on  hire-purchase 
terms."  Mr.  Darling  said  on  Decem- 
ber 17  that  the  matter  was  raised  when 
the  Hire  Purchase  Act  was  discussed. 
It  was  an  anomaly  that  must  be  correc- 
ted and  probably  the  best  time  to  deal 
with  it  would  be  when  the  Sale  of 
Goods  Act  was  amended.  Mr.  Edward 
Heath  then  asked  for  an  assurance  that 
the  Government  would  press  ahead 
with  the  programme  previously  laid 
down  for  implementing  the  remainder 
of  the  Molony  Report  and  Mr.  Dar- 
ling replied  the  Government  had 
already  undertaken  to  do  so. 

Relief  from  Surcharge 

When  answering  Lord  Amulree  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  December  15, 
Lord  Rhodes  (Parliamentary  Secretary, 
Board  of  Trade)  said  that  articles  "  in- 
tended for  use  non-commercially  in 
scientific  research  or  for  a  purpose 
connected  with  the  advancement  of 
any  branch  of  learning,"  qualified  for 
relief  from  the  temporary  import 
charge.  He  also  indicated  that  the  pro- 
cedure for  obtaining  the  exemption  was 
similar  to  that  applying  for  relief  from 
duty  under  the  Import  Duties  Act,  1958, 
and  set  out  in  Notice  342  issued  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise. 

In  the  House  of  Commons,  Dame 
Patricia  Hornsby-Smith  asked  the 
Minister  of  Health  if  he  would  give  an 
assurance  that  the  additional  amounts 
required  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  15  per 
cent,  surcharge  on  imported  medical 
equipment,  medical  aids  and  pharma- 
ceutical goods  would  be  met  by  in- 
creased Ministry  allocations,  and  that 
the  regional  boards  would  not  be  re- 
quired to  cut  their  existing  programmes 
to  meet  the  additional  costs.  Mr.  Ken- 
neth Robinson  (Minister  of  Health),  in 
a  written  reply  on  December  15,  indi- 
cated he  would  take  account  of  the 
situation  when  he  reviewed  the  board's 
general  financial  position. 

Decimal  Currency 

Replying  to  a  number  of  questions 
on  decimal  currency  on  December  15, 
Mr.  James  Callaghan  (Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer)  stated  that  he  regretted 


the  Government  were  not  yet  in  a 
position  to  make  a  statement  on  the 
possible  introduction  of  a  decimal  cur- 
rency. 

Diabetes 

Mr.  John  Harvey  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  what  steps  he  was  taking  to 
assist  in  the  earlier  and  wider  detection 
of  diabetes,  and  Sir  Barnett  Stross 
(Parliamentary  Secretary,  Ministry  of 
Health),  in  a  written  answer  on  Decem- 
ber 14,  replied  that  screening  for  early 
detection  was  being  further  considered 
by  the  Standing  Medical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee in  the  light  of  the  findings  in  the 
surveys  already  undertaken  and  of 
developments  in  screening  methods. 

House  Adjournment 

Mr.  Herbert  Bowden  (Lord  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council)  announced  on 
December  17  that  the  House  would 
adjourn  on  December  23  until  Janu-, 
ary  19. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 
Not  of  the  Nature  Demanded 

A  plea  of  guilty  was  entered  at  Leices- 
ter city  magistrates'  court  for  Leicester 
Co-operative  (Chemists),  Ltd.,  4  Union 
Street,  Leicester,  to  a  charge  of  selling 
drugs  contrary  to  section  2  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  at  their  Union 
Street  shop  and  a  fine  of  £20  was  im- 
posed. It  was  alleged  by  the  prosecu- 
tion that  a  public  health  inspector 
bought  6  oz.  of  powdered  alum  from 
the  shop  which,  on  analysis,  was  found 
to  contain  only  28  per  cent,  alum;  the 
remainder  being  made  up  of  Epsom 
salts.  Defending  solicitor  told  the  court 
that  the  powdered  drugs  were  kept 
in  a  drawer  near  to  the  Epsom  salts 
and  by  accident  an  assistant  had  tipped 
Epsom  salts  into  the  powdered  alum 
drawer.  He  explained  that  the  system 
had  been  changed  and  containers  were 
now  used. 

Trickery  and  Roguery 

Towards  the  end  of  November,  at  a 
hotel  in  Paddington,  London,  police 
caught  up  with  "  elusive "  Leonard 
Meredith,  a  general  wholesaler,  33  Hall 
Street,  Finsbury  Park,  London  N.4. 
His  cases  were  packed  and  he  was  about 
to  leave.  Then,  said  a  detective-constable 
at  Old  Street  magistrates'  court  on 
December  9,  they  went  to  Meredith's 
shop  at  33  Hall  Street  and  on  the 
shelves  saw  what  appeared  to  be  a  large 
amount  of  stock  in  boxes  and  parcels. 
The  boxes  were  "  just  a  facade,"  con- 
taining only  newspapers  and  soiled 
clothing.  Meredith  pleaded  guilty  to 
three  charges  of  obtaining  money  by 
false  pretences  and  asked  for  185  simi- 
lar offences  to  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion. He  was  sent  to  London  Sessions 
for  sentence.  Amount  involved  was  ap- 
proximately £2,230.  The  detective  said 
Meredith  had  been  trading  as  a  dealer 
in  linens  and  toiletries  and  had  been 
sending  out  catalogues  to  small  shop- 
keepers all  over  the  country— except 
London.  He  had  also  been  advertising 
in  newspapers  offering  cut-price  goods 
and  a  24-hr.-service.  Until  the  early 
part  of  July  orders  placed  with  him  had 
been  met.  Then  police  started  to  get 
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complaints  that  people  had  not  been  re- 
ceiving goods  or  confirmation  that  their 
money  had  been  received.  Meredith, 
who  was  seen,  returned  four  sums  of 
money.  "  Later  we  had  many  more 
complaints  from  all  over  the  country," 
added  the  detective.  "  This  man  has 
been  very  elusive."  On  November  23  he 
was  arrested.  Over  sixty  letters  contain- 
ing cash  had  been  taken  possession  of 
by  the  police.  In  all  about  £700,  £1 39  of 
it  on  Meredith  himself,  had  been  re- 
covered.

Drugs  Against  Viruses 

DEVELOPMENT  AND  ACTIVITY  OUTLINED  TO  INDUSTRIAL  CHEMISTS 


THE  current  status  of  antiviral  chemo- 
therapy, and  the  properties  sought  in 
new  compounds,  were  outlined  to  mem- 
bers of  the  fine  chemicals  group  of  the 
Society  of  Chemical  Industry  at  a  meet- 
ing on  December  4.  The  speaker,  Dr. 
D.  J.  Bauer  (Wellcome  Laboratories  of 
Tropical  Medicine)  explained  that  the 
principle  behind  an  antiviral  test  was 
to  get  the  virus  growing  and  try  and 
stop  its  growth  by  exposing  it  to  a 
chemical  compound.  Once  activity  ap- 
peared to  have  been  established,  a  dose 
response  line  had  to  be  obtained  be- 
cause if  it  could  not,  the  antiviral  acti- 
vity did  not  exist  and  the  preliminary 
tests  had  given  a  false  positive  result. 
Application  of  that  procedure  would 
have  put  out  of  consideration  many 
compounds  with  alleged  antiviral  acti- 
vity that  had  made  their  appearance  in 
the  literature  over  the  past  twenty 
years.  Since  viruses  would  grow  only 
in  living  cells,  antiviral  tests  must  be 
carried  out  in  tissue  culture  or  in  ani- 
mals. Both  could  give  false  positives 
and  false  negatives.  For  example,  a 
compound  might  be  highly  active  in 
animals,  presumably  due  to  a  conver- 
sion to-  an  active  metabolite  in  the 
whole  animal  not  possible  in  isolated 
cells.  It  was  commoner,  however,  for 
compounds  to  be  active  in  tissue  cul- 
ture, but  inactive  in  animals.  That  was 
usually  due  to  an  inability  to  realise 
the  degree  of  activity  in  tissue  culture 
required  before  demonstrable  activity 
could  be  expected  in  animals. 

Culturing  the  Virus 

To  grow  viruses  in  tissue  culture,  it 
was  first  necessary  to  grow  a  continu- 
ous layer  of  cells  in  a  tube,  bottle  or 
culture  plate  containing  a  liquid 
medium  to  provide  the  nutrients  re- 
quired for  the  growth  of  the  cells.  The 
medium  was  then  replaced  by  medium 
containing  virus.  The  virus  particles  be- 
came adsorbed  on  to  the  cells,  entered

them,  and  began  to  multiply.  After 
sufficient  time  for  infection  of  the  cells 
had  elapsed,  the  medium  containing 
virus  was  replaced  with  medium  con- 
taining the  compound  being  examined. 
Inside  an  infected  cell  the  virus  multi- 
plied, forming  a  new  crop  of  virus 
particles  which  were  liberated  by  the 
death  and  disruption  of  the  cell,  or  in 
the  case  of  influenza  and  related 
viruses,  by  extrusion  from  the  cell  sur- 
face. The  new  virus  particles  now  set  up 
infection  among  the  remaining  cells, 
some  via  the  liquid  medium,  others 
being  liberated  in  direct  contact  with 
the  surface  of  another  cell. 

During  that  time  the  virus  was  ex- 
posed to  the  action  of  the  test  com- 
pound in  two  different  situations.  In  the 
medium  it  existed  as  the  intact,  mature 
virus  particle  and  the  part  in  direct 
contact  with  the  compound  was  its 
surface  layer.  In  the  cell,  however,  the 
virus  particle  became  dissolved,  its 
components  diffusing  through  the  cyto- 
plasm and  becoming  invisible.  Later, 
new  material  appeared  which  gradually 
became  organised  into  new  virus  par- 
ticles. Provided  that  the  compound 
could  penetrate  the  cell,  it  could  thus 
find  the  virus  particle  with  its  internal 
structure  exposed  and  with  it  nucleic 
acid  in  the  process  of  carrying  out  its 
functions.  The  cell-virus  system  was 
also  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  com- 
pound at  the  cell  surface.  It  was  pos- 
sible that  a  compound  might  react  with 
those  groups  on  the  cell  surface  neces- 
sary for  the  attachment  of  the  virus 
particle,  so  preventing  infection. 

Which  of  those  properties  was  char- 
acteristic of  the  true  antiviral  agent? 
An  effect  on  the  cell  surface,  could  be 
excluded  because  that  would  probably 
lead  to  cell  malfunction,  which  would 
be  expressed  as  toxicity.  Also,  virus 
particles  from  an  infected  cell  could 
pass  directly  into  adjacent  cells  without 
entering  the  extracellular  spaces. 

Extracellular  inactivation  of  the  virus 
could  also  be  excluded  as  a  mode  of 
action  because  the  most  effective  extra- 
cellular inactivator  of  virus — specific 
antibody — nearly  always  failed  when 
used  to  treat  established  virus  infec- 
tions. Thus  the  definition  of  the  true 
antiviral  agent  must  be  that  the  com- 
pound could  prevent  the  multiplication 
of  the  virus  in  the  cell. 

Growth  of  Virus  in  Cell 

That  property  could  be  demonstrated 
by  studying  the  growth  of  the  virus  in 
the  cell.  It  was  found  that  after  the 
virus  entered  the  cell  it  disappeared  for 
a  time,  but  after  four  hours  or  so  a 
new  yield  of  virus  appeared  reaching  its 
maximum  after  eight  to  twelve  hours. 
If  isatin  3-thiosemicarbazone  was  pre- 
sent in  the  medium  in  a  concentration 


of  lOjttM,  the  appearance  of  new  infec- 
tive virus  was  completely  prevented. 
The  compound  was  thus  a  true  anti- 
viral agent. 

Before  being  tried  in  man,  the  acti- 
vity of  an  antiviral  agent  must,  if  pos- 
sible, be  verified  in  animals  at  clinically 
feasible  dose  levels.  That  was  often 
impossible,  because  many  important 
viruses  causing  disease  in  man  (for  ex- 
ample, chickenpox,  adenoviruses,  com- 
mon cold  viruses). 

Applications  for  Antiviral  Agents 

Some  virus  diseases  could  be  success- 
fully treated  with  drugs.  They  were 
herpetic  and  vaccinial  keratitis,  which 
responsided  to  idoxuridine,  and  eczema 
vaccinatum  and  vaccinia  gangrenosa, 
which  responded  to  methisazone.  Of  the 
virus  diseases,  some  might  be  expected 
to  be  preventable  by  chemoprophy- 
laxis,  shown  possible  by  the  prevention 
of  smallpox  with  methisazone.  Some 
would  probably  not  be  treatable  with 
drugs,  on  account  of  particular  features 
of  the  disease  process,  but  some  of 
those  may  be  preventable.  Examining 
the  immunological  approach  to  virus 
diseases  the  speaker  said  that  they 
could  not  generally  be  treated  with 
vaccines  and  antisera,  though  many 
were  preventable.  Immunology  was 
therefore  applicable  only  to  virus  dis- 
eases that  were  preventable  but  not 
treatable :  Antiviral  chemotherapy 
offered  much  more  opportunity. 

Dr.  Bauer  then  outlined  the  experi- 
mental work  carried  out  to  develop 
isatin  3-thiosemicarbazone  to  a  point 
at  which  it  could  be  applied  to  man. 
The  main  use  of  a  compound  active 
against  the  pox  virus  infections  could 
undoubtedly  lie  in  the  prevention  and 
treatment  of  smallpox,  which  had  two 
variants:  Alastrim  producing  a  mild 
illness  in  man  with  a  mortality  of  0-5 
per  cent,  or  so,  and  variola  major,  pro- 
ducing a  severe  illness  and  a  mortality 
of  30  to  90  per  cent. 

Experiments  in  mice  had  shown  that 
at  low  dose-levels  the  compound  had 
a  high  degree  of  activity  against  alas- 
trim. The  N-methyl  analogue  and  the 
parent  compound  were  active,  but  at 
somewhat  higher  dose  levels.  Against 
variola  major  infection  isatin  /3-thio- 
semicarbazone protected  at  doses  down 
to  10  mgm.  per  kilo,  with  100  per  cent, 
mortality  in  the  controls,  and  the 
N-methyl  derivative  protected  down  to 
2-5  mgm.  per  kilo. 

A  trial  was  therefore  thought  worth- 
while in  man  to  see  whether  any  pro- 
tective effect  could  be  observed  in  per- 
sons who  had  been  in  intimate  contact 
with  smallpox  patients,  and  who  were 
therefore  exposed  to  the  risk  of  de- 
veloping the  disease.  The  selected  com- 
pound had  been  1-methylisatin  3-thio- 
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semicarbazone  (methisazone;  Marboran; 
compound  33T57)  and  the  trial  was  car- 
ried out  in  Madras,  in  south  India. 
Smallpox  contacts  had  been  either 
offered  treatment  with  the  compound 
or  left  untreated.  Cases  of  smallpox 
occurring  among  them  were  recorded. 
The  incidence  of  smallpox  was  found  to 
be  lower  in  persons  who  had  been  vac- 
cinated (5-2  per  cent,  compared  with 
28  per  cent,  in  the  non-vaccinated)  but 
was  far  from  being  zero,  the  protective 
effect  of  the  drug  being  apparent.  Total 
results  of  the  trial,  including  persons 
of    all    types   of   vaccination  status, 


showed  that  there  were  three  non-fatal 
cases  among  1,101  treated  contacts, 
and  seventy-eight  cases  with  twelve 
deaths  among  1,126  untreated  contacts. 
Treatment  with  methisazone  may  there- 
fore be  assumed  to  have  prevented 
some  70-80  cases  of  smallpox. 

Turning  to  the  treatment  of  estab- 
lished disease,  Dr.  Bauer  said  that  her- 
petic keratitis  in  man  could  be  cured 
with  idoxuridine  (5-iododeoxyuridine), 
an  antimetabolite  that  prevented  the 
incorporation  of  thymidine  into  deoxy- 
ribonucleic acid.  It  inhibited  the  multi- 
plication of  herpes  and  vaccinia  viruses 


in  tissue  culture  and  was  widely  used 
in  the  treatment  of  herpetic  ulcers  of 
the  cornea.  Methisazone  could  be  used 
in  the  treatment  of  some  complications 
of  smallpox  vaccination. 

Thus,  antiviral  chemotherapy  and 
chemoprophylaxis  were  established 
facts  but  there  were  difficulties  facing 
the  future  development  of  antiviral 
drugs.  The  main  problem  to  be  solved 
was  the  narrow  spectrum  of  activity 
but  the  speaker  was  sure  that  methisa- 
zone and  idoxuridine  were  merely  the 
first  means  of  entry  into  a  hitherto 
closed  field  of  therapeutics.

Prescription  Levy  Problems 

Sir, — Now  that  prescription  charges 
are  to  be  abolished,  may  we  please 
have  an  authoritative  ruling  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health  as  to  how  we  are 
to  deal  with  prescriptions  that  are  pre- 
sented on  or  after  February  1,  1965, 
but  which  were  signed  and  dated  be- 
fore that  date,  when  the  charges  were 
still  in  force?  Is  payment  or  non- 
payment to  be  decided  on  when  the 
prescription  is  presented,  or  when  it 
was  written?  If  the  former,  it  will  be 
found  that  thousands  of  people  who 
receive  prescriptions  from  their  doctors 
in  the  last  two  weeks  of  January  will 
hold  them  back,  and  bring  them  in 
February,  to  avoid  paying  the  charge, 
and  life  in  the  dispensary  will  become 
hectic — to  put  it  mildly!  And  what 
about  the  chemist  who  "  forgets "  (ac- 
cidentally or  otherwise)  to  send  in  all 
his  January  forms  at  the  end  of  the 
month,  but  remembers  them  all  right 
at  the  end  of  February?  If  payment  is 
to  be  decided  by  the  date  of  the  pre- 
scription, these  same  thousands  will 
wait  until  after  the  end  of  January 
before  going  to  the  doctor,  and  the 
surgeries  will  be  crowded.  That  does 
not  include  those  other  thousands  who 
would  not  go  to  the  doctor  when  the 
charges  were  in  force,  but  will  now  be 
rushing  to  the  surgeries,  wanting  some- 
thing for  nothing.  Again,  life  in  the 
dispensary  will  be  somewhat  hectic! 
In  either  event  we  are  going  to  be 
very  busy.  A  proper  and  official  ruling 
should  be  made  on  this  point  by  a 
responsible  authority,  as  a  matter  of 
principle  is  involved.

Sir, — The  following  letter  was  sent 
by  me  to  various  organisations  and 
Members  of  Parliament: — 

I  would  like  to  have  your  comments 

on  these  not  unconnected  quotations:  — 

(1)  "  Gastroscopic  observation  has 
shown  it  (aspirin)  to  be  a  gastric  irri- 
tant liable  to  give  rise  to  indigestion 
and  haemorrhage,  or,  if  taken  repeatedly, 
chronic  gastritis."  {British  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Codex,  1949.) 

(2)  "Party  time  .  .  .  eating  .  .  . 
drinking  .  .  .  upset  stomach  .  .  .  Alka 
Seltzer  .  .  .  soothing.  .  .  ."  {Current 
Advertisement  on  Commercial  Televi- 
sion^) 


(3)  "  All  '  patent '  medicine  advertise- 
ments should  be  vetted  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  (or  some  body  appoin- 
ted by  it)  before  the  event."  {My  letter 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  November  21.) 

The  replies  ranged  from  the  sympa- 
thetic to  the  apathetic.  "  In  the  last 
week  we  have  received  a  great  many 
letters  on  the  subject  of  '  patent ' 
medicine  advertisements.  It  is  becom- 
ing increasingly  clear  to  me  that  there 
is  a  great  feeling  within  both  the 
medical  and  pharmaceutical  profes- 
sions that  the  increasing  amount  of 
advertising  of  these  '  patent '  medicines 
is  against  the  best  interest  of  the  con- 
sumer." "  Taken  in  their  correct  con- 
text the  statements  contained  in  your 
items  (1)  and  (2)  do  not  conflict  with 
one  another."  "  As  the  law  stands  at 
present  the  degree  of  control  which 
can  be  exercised  over  manufacturers' 
advertisements  is  not  as  great  as  could 
be  desired."  "  I  agree  that  there  is  a 
case  for  some  control.  .  .  ."  "  If  adver- 
tising of  drugs  ...  is  to  be  prohibited 
or  controlled  by  some  central  body,  it 
seems  that  we  are  on  a  fairly  slippery 
slope  and  I  am  still  far  from  con- 
vinced that  it  would  be  right  to  move 


rapidly  in  this  direction  without  con- 
sidering carefully  what  the  final  con- 
sequences might  be."  ".  .  .  there  is  at 
present  no  legal  obligation,  and  no 
obligation  under  the  Television  or 
Press  voluntary  code  of  practice,  for 
advertisers  of  '  patent '  medicines  to  re- 
veal possible  deleterious  side  effects." 
"  It  is  difficult  to  advocate  censorship 
and  at  present  I  think  we  do  all  right 
to  rely  on  the  common  sense  of  the 
man  or  woman  in  the  street."  "  I  en- 
tirely agree  that  a  lot  of  '  patent ' 
medicine  advertising  is  irresponsible 
and  bad,  and  more  control  over  it  is 
needed.  If  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
can  do  this  effectively  I  wish  it  would." 
One  letter  can  best  be  described  as 
pompous.  "  I  must  assume,  for  want 
of  more  precise  information,  that  you 
are  a  member  of  the  public  and  as 
such  would  find  it  difficult  to  under- 
stand the  technical  nature  of  the  sub- 
jects which  you  raise."  Pharmacists 
who  are  interested  in  the  use  and 
abuse  of  advertising  would  do  well  to 
get  in  touch  with  the  Advertising  In- 
quiry Council  (49  Cresswell  Place, 
S.W.10)  an  independent  organisation, 
set  up  to  represent  and  protect  the 
interest  of  the  individual  consumer 
and  of  the  general  public  in  all  the 
ways  in  which  they  are  affected.

MANUFACTURERS'  ACTIVITIES 


Sales  Force  Expanded. — Dreamland 
Electrical  Appliances,  Ltd.,  30  High 
Street,  Southampton,  Hants,  have 
doubled  their  sales  force.  The  addi- 
tional representatives  are  devoting 
their  time  exclusively  to  promoting 
sales  to  retailers  on  behalf  of  whole- 
salers. Each  new  representative  is 
equipped  with  a  van  bearing  the 
Dreamland  name. 

Big  Award  for  Employee  Suggestion. 
— A  cost  clerk  at  the  Kodak  factory  at 
Wealdstone,  Middlesex,  has  won  £1,250 
under  the  company's  suggestion  plan. 
It  is  the  largest  sum  ever  awarded  to  a 
Kodak  employee  in  Britain  since  the 
plan  was  started  in  1919.  Previously  the 
largest  award  was  £600  three  years  ago. 
The  employee  (Mr.  C.  G.  Horsley),  re- 
ceived his  award  for  a  suggestion  con- 
cerned with  improvements  in  methods 
for  the  recovery  of  silver  from  waste 
material  resulting  from  various  photo- 
graphic operations. 

X-Ray  Service  for  Employees.- — Care 
of  the  health  of  the  3,000  employees 
in  England  of  Gillette  Industries,  Ltd., 
Isleworth,  London,  includes  an  annual 
.v-ray  examination  of  all  personnel 
(including  the  directors)  at  the  com- 
pany's three  factories.  For  the  past 
eleven  years  the  examination  has  been 
conducted  by  Portable  Z-Rays,  Ltd., 
Chiswick,  London,  W.4,  a  private  com- 
pany. It  is  optional  except  for  kitchen 
staff,  but  90  per  cent,  of  personnel 
accept  the  examination.  In  1964  cases 
found  included  two  of  tuberculosis, 
none  of  cancer,  nine  of  chronic  bron- 
chitis and  thirteen  of  minor  patholo- 
gical abnormalties.

The  twelfth  edition  of  Chemists'  Veterinary  Handbook, 
out  this  week  (price  42s.,  postage  Is.  2d.),  reflects  the 
considerable  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  field 
of  animal  medicine  since  the  eleventh  was  published  in 
1955.  Within  that  period  of  eight  years  many  new 
chemical  agents  for  the  control  of  disease  have  come 
into  use.  The  subject  matter  has  been  revised  to  take 
account  of  them  and  in  other  ways,  making  it  both 
comprehensive  and  up  to  date.  Some  of  the  older 
material,  less  relevant  to  modern  conditions,  has  been 
omitted,  but  in  replacement  many  new  items  have  been 
introduced,  all  helping  to  maintain  the  traditions  of  the 
handbook  as  a  reliable  and  indeed  indispensable  com- 
pendium of  veterinary  knowledge  alike  for  the  rural 
pharmacist  and  for  the  urban  chemist  in  whose  area  are 
veterinarians  specialising  in  domestic  pets. 

Doomed  Signboards 

A  "  blitz  "  on  unofficial  signboards  erected  by  traders, 
contractors,  and  others  on  road  verges,  old  buildings 
and  even  on  shops  themselves  is  understood  to  be 
planned  by  many  local  authorities  for  the  new  year. 
County  and  borough  safety  authorities  are  reported  as 
being  keen  to  remove  any  such  signs  or  other  distrac- 
tions that  have  no  official  reason  for  being  there. 
Planners  concerned  to  safeguard  amenity  are  also 
anxious  to  get  unauthorised  notices  removed.  The  legal 
position  is  that  advertisements  actually  within  the  boun- 
daries of  a  highway,  however  temporary  their  purpose, 
may  constitute  obstructions,  which  no  consent  under 
the  Advertisements  Regulations  could  legalise.  Adver- 
tisements near  a  highway  though  not  actually  within 
its  boundaries,  may  become  illegal  "  traffic  signs "  if 
they  attempt  to  advise  traffic  on  the  highway  what  to 
do,  for  instance  by  an  arrow  indicating  direction  or  by 
such  words  as  "  STOP  "  or  "  TURN  RIGHT."  Those 
provisions  of  the  Advertisements  Regulations  which 
allow  certain  classes  of  advertisements  to  be  displayed 
without  express  consent  (advertisements  relating  to  the 
premises  on  which  they  are  displayed,  temporary  adver- 
tisements and  advertisements  on  business  premises) 
apply  only  when  the  advertisements  are  displayed  on 
the  premises  to  which  they  relate.

for  at  least  a  five-year  period.  Drugs  are  included  for  longer 
periods  only  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  retention 
is  warranted  because  of  the  drugs'  importance  in  therapy. 
Within  each  subject  head  the  monographs  are  arranged 
alphabetically  and  an  appendix  lists  the  names  and  addresses 
of  manufacturers  of  the  products  mentioned  in  other  parts 
of  the  book. 

Shaw's  Guide  to  the  Resale  Prices  Act,  1964 

lord  weston.  Shaw  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  7  Fetter  Lane, 
London,  E.C.4.

A  quotation  in  the  preface  indicates  this  guide  is  "  not 
intended  to  be  a  mere  theoretical  disquisition  on  price 
maintenance,  but  a  practical  exposition  of  the  subject  as 
governed  by  recent  legislation."  For  that  reason  the  guide 
does  not  only  deal  with  the  Resale  Prices  Act,  1964,  but 
also  makes  reference  to  some  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act,  1956,  and  certain  cases 
that  were  considered  under  that  Act.  Lord  Weston  has 
produced  an  easily  readable  guide  that  should  help  those 
executives  who  wish  to  quickly  assimilate  the  appropriate 
facts.  In  two  appendices  are  reproduced  the  Resale  Prices 
Act,  1964,  and  the  Regulations  as  well  as  extracts  from  the 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act,  1956.  An  adequate  index 
is  also  provided. 

Readings  in  Pharmacology 

b.  holmstedt  and  G.  liljestrand  (editors),  Pergamon 
Press,  Ltd.,  4  Fitzroy  Square,  London,  W.l.  9  in.  X

The  editors  of  this  anthology  have  endeavoured  to  select 
from  the  literature  of  pharmacology  significant  writings  to 
illustrate  the  evolution  of  the  subject  and  its  influence  on 
physiology,  chemistry,  biochemistry  and  other  branches  of 
medicine.  The  extracts,  taken  from  works  that  span  the 
period  from  the  Ebers  papyrus  to  the  twentieth  century,  are 
linked  by  a  commentary  that  helps  to  form  a  connected 
history  of  the  subject.  The  opening  chapter  outlines  that 
history  up  to  the  eighteenth  century  and  is  followed  by  one 
on  the  rise  of  experimental  pharmacology.  The  remainder 
of  the  book  is  devoted  to  separate  aspects  of  the  subject. 
The  book  is  illustrated  with  reproductions  of  title  pages, 
illustrations  and  texts  from  the  works  cited,  with,  in  the 
latter  portion  of  the  book,  a  predominance  of  photographs 
of  the  writers.

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 

Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  December  19,  1964 


A  LETTER  from  the  president  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical 
Association  (Commandant  B.  J.  Anderson)  informed  the 
Council  that  it  was  intended  to  hold  Pharmacy  Week  in 
Cork  in  1965.  A  number  of  officers  of  the  Association  had 
been  invited  to  Cork  on  January  4  next  to  meet  a  Cork 
group.  The  Council  agreed  to  a  request  by  the  Com- 
mandant that  Mr.  M.  J.  Cahill  (assistant  registrar)  should 
be  granted  leave  of  absence  to  attend  the  meeting  in  Cork. 

Commandant  Anderson  had  also  written  that  his  Asso- 
ciation intended  to  hold  a  symposium  in  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  at  8  p.m.  on  January  21,  1965,  on  "The  Role 
of  the  Pharmacist  in  a  National  Health  Scheme."  Mr. 
Lovesy,  A.C.A.,  had  agreed  to  read  a  paper  on  the  general 
economic  principles  involved,  and  each  of  the  three  main 
political  parties  had  been  invited  to  nominate  a  repre- 
sentative to  outline  the  Party's  policy  on  the  subject,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  role  of  the  community  phar- 
macy. "  Should  the  Council  wish  to  nominate  a  member 
to  contribute  to  the  discussion  he  would  be  particularly 
welcome."  wrote  Commandant  Anderson.  Mr.  R.  J.  Power 
was  unanimously  appointed  to  represent  the  Council. 

The  Registrar  (Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman)  stated  that  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  the  secretary  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  (Mr.  B.  R.  Smith)  about  the  discussion  at  the 
previous  Council  meeting  on  the  proposed  new  health 
scheme  (when  it  had  been  stated  that  the  responsibility  for 
preparing  terms  under  which  pharmacists  would  participate, 
if  requested  to  do  so,  was  being  left  to  the  I.D.A.).  Mr. 
Smith  wrote  that  there  appeared  to  be  some  misunder- 
standing as,  at  the  meeting  in  July  between  representatives 
of  the  Council  and  the  Association  it  had  been  agreed 
there  would  be  a  further  joint  meeting  in  September.  The 
President  said  the  letter  made  it  appear  that  there  had 
been  some  misunderstanding.  There  had  been  a  delay  in 
making  a  decision.  Mr.  Costello  said  that  since  the 
previous  meeting  of  the  Council  I.D.A.  representatives  had 
been  before  the  Department  of  Health  but  he  had  been 
ill,  so  that  the  report  that  the  I.D.A.  had  promised  to 
submit  to  the  Council  had  not  yet  been  completed.  Mr. 
Cashman  suggested  that,  unless  they  were  asked  to  par- 
ticipate on  acceptable  terms,  pharmacists  should  withdraw 
from  any  such  scheme.  The  President  said  in  the  mean- 
time they  could  proceed  to  draw  up  what  they  would 
consider  the  ideal  scheme.  Mr.  Miller  favoured  holding 
a  special  meeting  to  consider  the  matter.  Mr.  O'Neill  agreed 
that  they  should  not  go  as  beggars  to  the  Department. 

A  Scheme  to  Withdraw  from 

The  mother-and-child  scheme  was  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Kennelly,  who  said  that  pharmacists  had  participated 
at  an  uneconomic  figure  in  order  to  establish  the  principle 
that  all  medicines  should  be  channelled  through  pharma- 
cies. It  had  been  hoped  at  the  time  that  the  scheme  would 
be  extended  to  other  fields.  From  subsequent  experience 
he  wondered  if  the  I.D.A.  should  not  withdraw  from  that 
scheme.  It  was  an  insult  to  every  pharmacist,  he  said. 
That  morning  he  had  handed  out  the  last  maternity  pack 
in  his  pharmacy  and  was  intending  to  write  to  the  Dublin 
Health  Authority  asking  for  his  name  to  be  removed  from 
the  list  of  pharmacists  providing  the  service.  On  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  President  it  was  decided  to  await  the 
report  of  Mr.  Costello  before  deciding  what  further  action 
to  take  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Semple  said  he  wished  to  correct  a  statement 
reported  in  the  journals  following  the  November  meeting 
of  the  Council.  He  had  been  quoted  as  having  said  that 
most  of  the  preparatory  work  on  terms  for  participation 
in  a  National  Health  scheme  had  been  done  under  the 


presidency  of  Mr.  Kennelly,  "  and  as  a  result  the  local 
Associations  had  been  neglected  by  the  Council."  Actually, 
while  congratulating  Mr.  Kennelly  on  the  preparatory  work 
done  in  travelling  around  the  provinces,  he  (Mr.  Semple) 
had  expressed  regret  that  as  Council  members  they  had 
not  followed  up  Mr.  Kennelly's  example  by  setting  up  a 
committee  and  calling  on  those  organisations.  He  meant 
to  convey  that  they  should  have  supplemented  and  com- 
plemented the  work  already  done  by  Mr.  Kennelly. 

Implied  Criticism  Not  Intended 

Mr.  Kennelly  said  the  report  had  caused  him  consider- 
able embarrassment.  A  number  of  pharmacists  had  tele- 
phoned him  and  some  had  written  telling  him  how  upset 
they  had  been  on  having  read  what  appeared  to  have 
been  a  criticism  of  his  work  as  president.  Unfortunately 
some  had  also  got  the  impression  that  Mr.  Walsh's  re- 
marks were  critical  of  him  when  he  had  stated — "  We  have 
a  new  president  and  a  new  outlook."  He  knew  neither  Mr. 
Semple  nor  Mr.  Walsh  had  intended  the  least  criticism 
of  him,  and  Mr.  Cashman  had  stated  at  the  meeting  that 
he  would  resent  any  reflection  on  his  (Mr.  Kennelly's) 
handling  of  the  position. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  since  the  November  meet- 
ing, he  had  telephoned  Mr.  Brady  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  who  had  told  him  that  the  committee  set  up  to 
investigate  the  possibility  of  organising  a  proposed  central 
sterile  service  unit  in  the  Dublin  area  had  been  disbanded 
in  January.  A  recommendation  had  been  sent  to  the  Minis- 
ter for  Health  suggesting  the  setting-up  of  a  special  com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  possibility  of  such  a  scheme.  Mr. 
Coleman  undertook  to  present  a  memorandum  from  the 
Council  before  the  new  Committee  at  its  first  meeting. 
It  was  decided  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  memorandum 
already  sent  to  Mr.  Brady  to  the  Minister  for  Health. 

Mr.  Miller  announced  that  Mr.  Kennelly  had  been 
appointed  chairman  of  the  Practice  of  Pharmacy 
committee. 

The  Registrar  reported  on  the  deaths  of  John  Desmond 
Dillon,  L.P.S.I.;  John  E.  Harris,  L.P.S.I.,  and  Gerald  Victory 
Boyd,  R.D.  On  the  motion  of  the  President,  sympathy  was 
voted  to  Mr.  D.  W.  P.  Boyd  (director  of  the  Post-graduate 
Education  committee  and  organising  secretary  of  Pharmacy 
Week)  on  the  death  of  his  brother.

AUTOMATION  IN  PHARMACY 

Brewer  System  and  its  use  in  the  United  States 


DURING  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference week  in  the  past  few  years  the 
pharmaceutical  group  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Health  has  invited  members 
to  attend  a  meeting  on  a  subject  of 
current  interest.  This  year's  meeting  at 
Edinburgh  in  September  concerned 
itself  with  the  application  of  automa- 
tion to  pharmacy  and  in  particular  to 
the  Brewer  system.  Guest  speaker  was 
Mr.  C.  D  Fruin  (Elliott  Automation. 
Ltd.). 

Automation,  he  said,  was  concerned 
with  extending  man's  sensing  and 
deciding  abilities,  just  as  mechanisa- 
tion was  basically  an  extension  of 
muscle  power.  Its  value  was  in  making 
complex  situations  more  efficient 
where  the  limit  of  human  capability  to 
control  a  situation  had  been  reached. 

Human  Decision  Facilitated 

Mechanisation  had  a  part  to  play  in 
the  adoption  of  new  techniques.  Many 
routine  tasks  at  present  done  by  pro- 
fessional staffs  could  be  taken  over 
more  effectively  by  machines.  Tablet 
counting,  packaging  and  labelling  were 
examples.  Automation  did  not  replace 
human  decision  but  rather  enabled 
decisions  to  be  taken  on  the  basis  of 
more  precise  and  quantitative  informa- 
tion than  was  possible  by  other  means. 
Decision-taking  depended  on  selected 
information  being  quickly  available. 
Computers  were  particularly  suited  to 
making  that  possible,  for  50,000 
records  could  be  stored  on  a  spool  of 
magnetic  tape  and  easily  scanned  in 
five  minutes  by  a  computer.  One 
reason  for  adopting  automation  was 
economic:  health  services  could  only 
be  expanded  by  increasing  their 
efficiency  and  making  fuller  use  of  pro- 
fessional skills.  Releasing  professional 
staffs  from  routine  administrative  and 
non-professional  duties  made  possible 
improved  relationships  between  the 
professions  and  improved  service  to 
patients.  A  second  reason  was  the 
sheer  quantity  of  new  information 
that  had  to  be  absorbed  and  used  if 
extensive  research  was  not  to  be 
wasted.  In  applying  those  principles  a 
number  of  systems  had  been  proposed 
and  tried  in  the  United  States  for  con- 
trolling and  distributing  drugs  in  hos- 
pitals, the  Brewer  system  being  prob- 
ably the  most  widely  used.  It  had 
originated  with  pharmacists  at  the 
Lankenau  hospital  in  Philadelphia. 
The  system  assured  the  availability  of 
drugs  by  storing  them  on  each  floor  of 
the  hospital  in  such  a  way  that  their 
issue  was  dependent  on  the  input  of 
data  relating  to  the  drug  required,  the 


patient  for  whom  it  was  ordered,  and 
the  nurse  making  the  issue.  A  record 
of  each  transaction  was  made  without 
the  need  for  the  nurse  to  make  a  re- 
quisition in  writing.  Wider  application 
of  pre-packing  techniques  was  made 
possible,  since  the  pharmacist  could 
predict  what  drugs  would  be  used  by 
a  certain  ward  during  the  following 
week,  the  container  being  identified 


Mr.  Fruin  at  the  rostrum. 

with  a  particular  patient  at  the  time 
of  the  doctor's  order.  The  drugs  were 
pre-packed  in  the  pharmacy  in  boxes 
holding  an  average  four  to  seven  days' 
supply  for  a  patient.  The  pharmacist 
was  able  to  prepare  the  boxes  at  times 
convenient  to  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment rather  than  making  up  a  pre- 
scription at  the  time  he  received  it. 
Peak  work  loads  could  thus  be 
avoided. 

Automation  in  Manufacture 

In  pharmaceutical  manufacture  auto- 
mated techniques  were  already  being 
introduced.  As  to  retail,  Mr.  Fruin 
said  he  was  not  suggesting  that  auto- 
mated "  pharmaterias  "  would  neces- 
sarily be  the  most  useful  development. 
Nevertheless,  a  wider  use  of  modern 
communication  and  control  methods 
(for  example  access  by  Telex  to  an 
automatic  library  of  drug  information) 
would  perhaps  enable  pharmacists  in 
retail  practice  to  improve  their  service 
to  general  medical  practitioners. 

In  opening  the  discussion  on  Mr. 
Fruin's  paper  Mr.  A.  G.  M.  Madge, 
Plymouth,  remarked  that,  with  all  the 
advantages  of  automation,  the  personal 
factor  still  seemed  to  enter.  In  con- 
ventional dispensing  thoughts  were  to 
some  extent  carried  over  from  one 
prescription  to  the  next,  thus  provid- 
ing a  more  or  less  continuous  check. 
If  something  were  to  go  wrong  in  the 
Brewer  system,  in  which  a  week's  sup- 
ply was  packed  at  one  time,  what 
check  was  provided  to  ensure  that  a 


patient  did  not  receive  the  wrong  drug 
for  a  whole  week?  Mr.  Fruin  replied 
that  he  did  not  feel  qualified  to  answer 
the  point,  but  that  the  trend  was  to 
put  responsibility  back  on  to  the 
manufacturer.  A  hospital  pharmacist's 
job  was  to  provide  an  information  ser- 
vice. 

Released  for  What? 

Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger,  London, 
asked  why  so  much  emphasis  was 
being  put  on  pharmacists  being  pro- 
viders of  information  If  what  Mr. 
Fruin  claimed  was  true,  surely  the  nec- 
essary information  would  be  put  on 
tape  by  the  manufacturer.  It  would 
then  become  available  to  doctors  and 
nurses  without  recourse  to  the  phar- 
macist, who  would  then  be  free  to 
turn  his  attention  to  "  the  more  philo- 
sophical aspects  of  the  after-life."  The 
true  job  of  the  pharmacist  was  surely 
to  check  on  the  doctor's  prescription, 
so  as  to  ensure  that  his  intentions  were 
carried  out,  and  to  advise  the  hospital 
what  drugs  should  or  should  not  be 
used.  Those  functions  could  not  be 
carried  out  if  prescriptions  were  in  a 
machine  at  the  disposal  of  a  nurse, 
who  was  not  qualified  by  training  to 
pass  a  correct  judgment.  In  one  hospi- 
tal in  which  the  system  had  been  in- 
stalled, the  pharmacist  had  visited  the 
wards  to  make  an  examination  of  the 
machines.  That  was  a  post  hoc  solu- 
tion which  he  thought  could  not  be 
generally  workable. 

Mr.  Fruin  declared  that  the  situa- 
tion in  which  the  pharmacist  saw 
every  prescription  did  not  exist  even 
now  (stock  mixtures,  proved  his  point) 
and  could  only  be  achieved  if  the 
pharmacist  were  present  when  the 
diagnosis  was  made  and  assisted  in  the 
prescribing.  He  was  not  suggesting  that 
pharmacists  should  be  replaced,  but 
that  the  waste  of  professional  skills 
on  work  such  as  counting  tablets, 
which  in  industry  was  done  by  girls, 
should  be  eliminated.  Mr.  J.  A.  Myers, 
Edinburgh,  said  that  in  the  United 
States  the  system  had  speeded  up  the 
costing  of  individual  patients'  treat- 
ments, but  the  high  cost  seemed  to  be 
a  disadvantage  in  Great  Britain.  What, 
too,  about  non-stock  items,  for  which 
provision  had  to  be  made  even  if  the 
Brewer  system  were  used?  Mr.  Fruin 
claimed  for  the  system  the  advantage 
of  the  extended  range  of  items  it  en- 
abled to  be  issued  to  the  wards.  Cost, 
which  (about  £2,000  per  ward)  was  not 
such  a  high  capital  investment  in  view 
of  the  saving  that  was  effected  in  dis- 
tribution. 
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The  Markets  in  1964 

FIRMER  TONE  IN  CHEMICALS;  OILS  AND  DRUGS  ERRATIC 


THE  year  that  has  just  ended  was  yet 
another  difficult  one  for  most  markets, 
with  trading  dull  except  for  occasional 
spurts  here  and  there.  Nevertheless, 
there  was  a  distinctly  firm  tone  in 
many  commodities  particularly  in 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals. 

The  country's  balance  of  payments 
went  increasingly  adverse  and  in 
October,  following  the  General  Elec- 
tion, drastic  remedial  measures  were 
put  into  force,  one  step  taken  being 
the  imposition  of  a  15  per  cent,  sur- 
charge on  most  imports.  Botanical 
Drugs  were  exempted,  but  all  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals  (and  quite  a  lot  of 
raw  materials  making  them,  e.g.  Mer- 
cury, Potassium  and  Iodine),  Men- 
thol, Camphor,  as  well  as  all  Essen- 
tial Oils,  attracted  the  charge.  The 
result  was  that  prices  automatically  in- 
creased as  new  shipments  arrived.  A 
brighter  side  to  the  picture  was  evi- 
denced in  an  Order  issued  on  April  1 
exempting  from  import  duty  about 
thirty-three  botanical  drugs  and  seeds, 
etc.,  that  had  formerly  borne  duty. 
Some  price  relief  was  thereby  afforded 
on  such  items  as  Caraway  seed. 
Myrrh,  Liquorice  extract  and  Col- 
chicum.

Crude  Drugs  of  North  American 
origin  varied  little  in  price  from  the 
levels  of  1963.  Cascara  ended  the  year 
about  25s.  per  cwt.  lower.  The  crop  of 
American  Lobelia  herb  was  so  small 
that  little  or  none  was  sold  for  export, 
leaving  Britain  dependent  for  supplies 
on  the  Continent,  particularly  Holland. 
Here  again  the  crop  was  small  and 
few  spare  parcels  were  available  out- 
side of  contracts.  Saffron  prices 
rocketed  in  November  because  of  the 
Spanish  crop  failure,  and  Mancha  was 
valued  at  from  350s.  to  400s.  per  lb., 
against  210s.  twelve  months  earlier. 
Ergot  was  another  item  to  rise  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  year  because  of 
shortages;  by  that  time  East  European 
material  that  had  been  on  offer  earlier 
had  disappeared.  Menthol  was  a 
weak  market,  the  value  falling  to  the 
lowest  level  in  years.  Brazilian,  which 
started  the  year  at  around  19s.  per  lb., 
in-bond,  gradually  appreciated  to  top 
24s.  in  May;  a  fal'  set  in  during  lune 
and  by  August  the  price  had  dropped 
to  17s.  Camphor  powder  was  scarce 


throughout  most  of  the  year.  The  price 
spread  of  Cape  Aloes  was  not  so  wide 
as  in  some  previous  years,  and  the 
gum  presented  a  firm  tone  for  most 
of  the  twelve  months.  Scarcity  of  ship- 
ment offers  of  Cardamoms  during  the 
closing  months  lifted  the  price  of 
Aleppy  greens  from  around  the  10s. 
per  lb.  mark  to  nearly  24s.,  c.i.f. 
Cochineal  was  short  for  most  of  the 
time  and  Carmine  prices  moved  up. 

Jamaican  Ginger  prices,  which  had 
a  big  boost  in  1963,  held  firm  until 
the  1964  crop  became  available;  they 
then  began  falling,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year  were  about  230s.  per  cwt.  less 
than  in  December  1963.  Spot  African 
root  on  the  other  hand  rose  from  255s. 
to  315s.  because  replacements  were  un- 
obtainable for  most  of  the  year. 
Cochin  material  was  rarely  available 
on  the  spot  but  shipment  offers  were 
made  for  most  of  the  time,  varying 
from  212s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  in  Jan- 
uary to  370s.  in  September  and  reced- 
ing to  260s.  in  December.  Less  interest 
seemed  to  be  taken  in  Ipecacuanha 
than  in  previous  years,  possibly  be- 
cause most  sources  were  offering 
during  recent  months.  In  Aromatic 
seeds  most  items  were  quiet.  Moroccan 
Coriander  was  more  in  demand  than 
Russian  or  Rumanian  because  of  its 
price.  Cumin  and  English  Mustard 
prices  rose  when  the  new  crop  positions 
were  known. 

Peak  values  recorded  in  most  metals 
duly  affected  their  salts.  From  £72  per 
flask  of  76  lb.  on  January  1  the  price 
of  mercury  climbed  steadily  to  reach 
£105  by  the  beginning  of  October  and 
to  a  nominal  £135  in  the  second  week 
in  November;  at  that  level  imports 
were  being  subjected  to  the  import 
surcharge.  In  Balsams,  Peru  was  50s. 
up  on  the  year  because  of  scarcities. 

Essential  oils  were  freed  from  the 
import  surcharge  from  mid-December. 
The  high  values  recorded  by  Lemon- 
grass  during   1963   were  not  main-

tained;  at  the  end  of  March  shipment 
offers  were  2s.  per  lb.  lower  than  on 
January  1;  thereafter  the  price  was 
steadier  but  the  trend  was  still  down- 
wards. Chinese  Peppermint  ended  the 
year  Is.  3d.  lower  per  lb.  than  at  the 
beginning.  Spot  Brazilian  oil  moved 
up  from  5s.  9d.  per  lb.  to  reach  a  peak 
of  8s.  9d.  in  June  before  falling  back 
gradually  to  6s.  9d.  and  subsequently 
moving  up  to  7s.  3d.  American  pepper- 
mint fell  when  increased  acreage  of 


the  herb  was  harvested  but  Spearmint 
planting,  which  had  been  cut  back  in 
the  U.S.  by  23  per  cent.,  caused  that 
oil  to  become  firmer.  Citronella 
from  Formosa  was  weak  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  year,  whilst  Ceylon  oil  kept 
firm  until  about  August,  when  an 
easier  tendency  developed.  The  price 
gradually  drifted  lower  till  December. 
The  Spanish  oils  Lavandin,  Lavender 
Spike,  Rosemary  and  Sage  all  rose 
during  the  year.  The  troubles  in  Indon- 
esia were  blamed  for  higher  Patchouli 
prices,  spot  rates  having  almost 
doubled  during  the  year.  Among  the 
few  oils  to  register  falls  were  Anise 
and  Bois  de  rose. 

The  firmer  tone  of  pharmaceutical 
chemicals  already  mentioned  was  par- 
ticularly noticeable  in  a  number  of 
items  that  had  stayed  unchanged  for 
about  a  decade,  like  Bismuth  salts. 
A  number  of  Vitamins,  which  had 
fallen  substantially  in  recent  years, 
also  began  moving  up.  Outstanding 
among  the   rises  were  Vitamin  Bi

which  rose  from  105s.  to  126s.  a  kilo, 
Pyridoxine  from  550s.  to  707s.  6d. 
Riboflavine,  Vitamin  C  and  Nicotinic 
acid  were  also  dearer  though  by  not 
such  a  big  margin.  An  exception  in 
the  group  was  provided  by  vitamin  Bu 
which  fell  nearly  12s.  per  gm.  in  Sep- 
tember. Though  several  important 
items  like  Aspirin,  Sodium  salicyl- 
ate, Bromides  and  Citrates  were  un- 
changed, that  did  not  alter  the  general 
picture  of  the  market. 

Mercurials,  Zinc  oxide  and  Silver 
nitrate  were  seriously  affected  by  the 
higher  metal  prices  ruling.  The  ad- 
vanced rates  for  Citric  acid  during 

1963  were  maintained  but  by  the  close 
of  the  year,  with  lower  rates  ruling  for 
molasses,  it  was  announced  that  the 
beginning  of  1965  would  see  some  price 
reduction.  Most  Alkaloids  were  firm, 
owing  to  shortage  of  the  raw  material 
as  well  as  to  increased  demand. 
Brucine  moved  up  from  7s.  per  oz. 
in  November  1963  to  12s.  in  February 

1964  to  16s.  in  the  Summer  and  to  19s. 
in  December.  There  was  a  strong  ex- 
port demand,  particularly  to  the  Uni- 
ted States,  where  spot  prices  were  re- 
ported to  be  as  much  as  the  equivalent 
of  35s.  Stocks  of  Quinine  became 
short  and  prices  were  high. 
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What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments  in  drugs  and  treatments 


EVIDENCE  of  liver  damage  attributed 
to  tetracycline  is  discussed  in  a  B.M.J. 
leading  article.  The  writer  quotes  a 
number  of  reports  in  which  the  drug 
has  been  associated  with  hepatotoxicity, 
sometimes  with  death,  particularly 
when  administered  intravenously  dur- 
ing pregnancy.  It  is  suggested  that  those 
observations  emphasise  earlier  warn- 
ings concerning  intravenous  injection, 
by  which  route  dosage  should  be  less 
than  the  oral  dosage,  since  the  whole 
of  the  oral  dose  is  never  absorbed.  It 
should  also  be  accepted  that  pregnancy, 
at  least  when  pyelonephritis  co-exists, 
entails  special  risk  with  the  tetracy- 
clines. (B.M.J.,  December  19,  p.  1545.) 

Laboratory  and  clinical  studies  of 
cephaloridine  by  workers  at  Queen 
Mary's  Hospital  for  Children,  Carshal- 
ton,  Surrey,  indicate  that  the  drug  is 
bactericidal  against  a  wide  variety  of 
organisms,  and  more  active  against 
Bact.  aerogenes  than  any  other  anti- 
biotic. Nineteen  of  twenty-five  patients 
given  a  dose  of  10-30  mgm.  per  kilo 
for  five  to  twenty  days  gave  a  good 
clinical  response.  Congenital  abnormali- 
ties in  the  site  of  infection  were  pre- 
sent in  five  of  the  six  cases  that  failed 
to  respond.  One  case  in  which  the 
granulocyte  count  of  a  child  fell  to 
784  per  mil  is  described.  The  count 
returned  to  normal  when  the  drug  was 
discontinued.  Otherwise  the  drug  was 
well  tolerated.  Examination  by  a 
membrane-plate  technique,  assay  of 
supernatant  liquors  of  cultures  inocu- 
lated  with   subinhibitory   doses  com- 


pared with  uninoculated  controls  and 
infra-red  spectrophotometry  of  freeze- 
dried  suspensions  of  drug  and  bacteria, 
showed  the  drug  to  be  moderately  re- 
sistant to  penicillinases.  Only  organ- 
isms that  produce  a  powerful  /3-lacta- 
mase  caused  complete  inactivation. 
(Lancet,  December  19,  p.  1305.) 

A  single  1,000  /igm.  dose  of  a  slow- 
release  preparation  of  vitamin  Bi2  has 
been  found  by  workers  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Manchester,  to  produce  an 
effective  remission  in  seven  of  eleven 
patients  with  vitamin  Bi-  deficiency, 
nine  of  whom  had  typical  pernicious 
anaemia.  The  preparation  was  a  vitamin 
Bi2-tannin  complex  in  an  aluminium 
monostearate  suspension  (B12-TAM, 
Genolvex-Fisons  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.). 
For  maintenance  the  dose  is  said  nor- 
mally to  be  required  every  two  months. 
(Lancet,  December  19,  p.  1311.) 

Medical  aspects  of  oral  contracep- 
tives are  discussed  by  Lord  Braine  et  al 
in  a  review  article.  From  their  previous 
long  use  for  therapeutic  purposes  the 
authors  find  no  evidence  that  when 
used  as  oral  contraceptives,  synthetic 
cestrogens  and  progestogens  cause  neo- 
plasms in  women,  nor  is  any  evidence 
found  that  they  permanently  affect  the 
pituitary  gland  or  ovaries,  or  that  they 
impair  subsequent  fertility.  There  is  no 
reason  to  suppose  that  they  delay  the 
menopause.  The  authors  state  that  risks 
of  thrombosis,  embolism  and  interfer- 
ence with  liver  function  require  further 
investigation.  (Lancet,  December  19. 
p.  1329.) 
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EXPANSION  PROJECTS 

INSTITUTO  Sanitas  has  installed 
pharmaceutical  laboratories  in  Lima, 
Peru,  representing  an  investment  of 
over  U.S.  $1  million  and  providing  em- 
ployment for  some  500  persons. 

AS  a  result  of  growing  export  busi- 
ness of  penicillin,  streptomycin  and 
Ceporin,  the  board  of  Glaxo  Labora- 
tories, Ltd.,  has  decided  to  extend  the 
production  facilities  at  its  Ulverston 
factory  at  a  cost  of  about  £600,000. 

FARBENFABRIKEN  Bayer,  A.G., 
have  signed  an  agreement  with  the 
United  Arab  Republic  on  the  construc- 
tion of  a  scientific  research  station  for 
pesticides.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
of  the  U.A.R.  is  making  a  site  available 
at  Kaha,  30  kilometres  north  of  Cairo. 
Permission  has  been  obtained  for  the 
carrying  out  of  tests  in  farms  through- 
out Egypt  for  the  purposes  of  combat- 
ing pests  and  diseases  in  the  tropical 
and  sub-tropical  zones  of  Africa  and 
Asia.
